A HUNDRED local people 
have been trained as 
volunteer tour guides to 
help showcase Eltham 
Palace after a £1.7m 
makeover. 


Locals turn tour guides at historical landmark

They’ll be helping to show 
visitors around the place 
and put the town centre on 
the tourist map after the 
spectacular restoration of the 
historical landmark. 

The volunteers are acting as 
guides and stewards to help 
visitors learn more about the 
Tudor/Art Deco gem which 
has just reopened to visitors 
after a £1.7million facelift. 

The refit includes a new 
visitor centre, shop and cafe 
and five new rooms unveiled 
to the public for the first time. 

English Heritage carried out 
the work and recruited and 
trained the volunteers, whose 
ages range from 17 to 80. They 
include students, young mums 
and retired people. Some show 
visitors around the house 
itself and operate multi-media 
guides, while others work in 
the grounds. Some volunteers 
have become more expert on 
the palace by doing their own 
research so they can answer any question 
the guests ask them. 

Abi Marsh, London area manager for 
English Heritage, said: “We are delighted 


so many local people contacted us about 
becoming volunteers at Eltham. They 
want to support the palace and be part 
of our expanding team to showcase this 
wonderful spot. They are bringing the 


rooms to life, and helping visitors and 
tourists make the most of their visit. 

“Lots of visitors ask questions about the 
local area, and the guides can showcase 
the rest of Eltham while talking to them. 


We are really pleased so many 
local people wanted to get 
involved.” 

John Kennett, the editor 
of the Eltham Society’s 
newsletter, said: “We have 500 
members, and many have been 
connected with Eltham Palace 
ever since English Heritage 
took it over. 

“For all the years that English 
Heritage has been opening it to 
the public, our members have 
been involved in stewarding, 
guiding and gardening. I hope 
that as more people come to 
visit the palace, they will be 
encouraged to take a walk 
around Eltham and see some 
of its historic attractions.” 

The art deco part of the 
palace was created for 
millionaires Stephen and 
Virginia Courtauld during 
the 1930s. The restoration 
includes their luxury wartime 
bunker, an extensive basement 
billiards room, and an opulent 
walk-in wardrobe.

RESIDENTS who can't make it to a polling 
station or those who will be away on polling 
day can vote by post or by proxy. 

To vote by post you need to make your 
application by 5pm on Tuesday April 21 . 

If you are going to be away you can apply 
to vote by proxy but applications must be 
made by 5pm on Tuesday April 28. 

People who have a medical emergency or 
are called away on business, or for work 
reasons after the proxy deadline can apply 
for an emergency proxy until 5pm on 
polling day.

Before anyone can vote they must be 
registered. Polling cards are currently being 
sent out.

When you apply you will need your 
National Insurance number to hand if you 
have one. We will then verify your identity 
using that number, your date of birth and 
your name. If you have not been given a 
national insurance number or don't have 
one for some other reason, just state that 
on the application and we will write to you 
to explain how you can prove your identity 
using other documents. 

Electoral registration applications are made 
individually. Each resident must complete 
their own application and agree to the 
statement of truth during the application. 
The council is helping residents get 


registered to vote this spring and is writing 
to all residents with information about the 
registration process, including notification 
of who is registered at your address.

• A council spokesperson said: 

"We are glad to read that Terry Scales feels 
that the High Street already functions well. 
The funding will allow us to make it an 
even better place. Readers can be assured 
that we will not do anything to change the 
mixture of buildings and facades that is an 
integral of the character of the High Street. 
However there is a need to improve the 
public spaces along and just off the High 
Street in a way that is consistent with the 
Eltham Masterplan. This could be done 
by changes such as widening pavements, 
improving crossing facilities, street 
lighting, cycling, parking, street furniture 
and making better use of the spaces and 
passages off the High Street. We have 
already been listening and working 
with local people in the development 
of proposals and will be undertaking 
extensive consultation, early in the 
summer, before the proposals are finalised. 
We hope that Terry Scales will respond to 
that consultation."

Popular open space 
protected forever

THE London Marathon Playing Field 
in Hervey Road, off the A207, is now 
protected forever by the national 
charity Fields in Trust. 

Working with the Friends of Hervey 
Road and the council, the Trust has 
designated the site a ‘Field in Trust’. 
The charity works to protect and 
improve outdoor recreational spaces in 
partnership with their owners. Spaces 
are protected by a legal document which 
means the sites cannot be redeveloped. 

Helen Griffiths, the Trust’s chief 
executive, said: “Fields in Trust is delighted 
that the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
has committed to protecting the London 
Marathon Playing Field on Hervey Road. 
Our outdoor spaces are increasingly under 
threat and it is ever more important to 
safeguard vital green spaces for future 
generations to enjoy. We hope many more 
landowners follow Greenwich’s example.” 

One of the council’s key aims has been to 
encourage more sports participation and 
outdoor activity by investing in sporting 
facilities and outdoor spaces across the 
borough. Other key sporting legacy 
projects already completed include: 

• A £6.5million investment in improving 
sporting facilities in local schools, for 
example, a new sports hall with spectator 


seating at Thomas Tallis Secondary 
School and a bigger sports hall at Crown 
Woods, with six new badminton courts 

• ‘Playground to Podium’ programme - 
£4.8 million investment to provide better 
sports facilities in our local parks and 
playgrounds, for example, installing 
15 outdoor gyms, refurbishing 23 local 
playgrounds and 20 tennis courts and 
providing 6 sets of new cricket nets and 2 
full new cricket wickets 

• An Equestrian and Horticultural 
Skills Centre in the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich as a direct reflection on 
hosting the Equestrian events and to 
allow local people to access training 
courses in Equine Care and land-based 
activities like landscaping - to translate 
into real job opportunities 

• Forming new partnerships with 
sports governing bodies to bring new 
sports activities to the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich - resulting for example in 
doubling the uptake of swimming lessons 
in the Royal Borough 

• A £475,000 investment to redevelop 
Long Lane Junior Football Club 

Further sporting projects include 
improvements to Sutcliffe Park athletics 
track, opening a brand new leisure 
centre in East Greenwich with two new 
pools and a state of the art gym, and 
continuing to work hard to encourage 
more participation in sport.

GRANTS of between £500 and £3,000 
are available to help fund community 
projects in the borough.

Woman jailed for 
housing frauds 


A Kidbrooke woman has been 
handed a 28 -month jail sentence 
for carrying out housing frauds 
against both the royal borough and 
neighbouring Lewisham Council. 

Doris Lawson, 56, was a council tenant 
at Felton House, but at the same time was 
registered for housing with Lewisham. 
She was offered a one-bedroom flat at 
St Johns Vale, Deptford, which she later 
bought under the Right to Buy Scheme 
- at a discount of £38,000 on the £140,000 
purchase price. 

She also made another housing 
application to Royal Greenwich for 
different accommodation as her tenancy 
at Felton House was due to end because 
the area was being redeveloped. She 
made no mention of her links to Deptford 
and the flat she owned at St Johns Vale. 
Royal Greenwich gave her an alternative 
two-bedroom home in Southend Close, 
Eltham. 

Royal Greenwich investigators then 
found this was improper because she 
had not declared that she owned the St 
Johns Vale property. Working alongside

an investigation team from Lewisham, 
they discovered that her main residence 
appeared to be in Belvedere, and she had 
rented out the other two properties. 

She was charged with three theft 
offences and two frauds, but denied 
them all when she appeared before 
magistrates at Bexley. The case then 
went to Woolwich Crown Court, where 
she pleaded guilty to four of the five 
offences. The fifth offence remained on 
file. 

She was then sentenced to 28 months 
imprisonment, serving half in prison and 
the remaining half on licence. The court 
was told that both Royal Greenwich and 
Lewisham councils would be seeking to 
recover the £38,000 Right to Buy discount 
and other financial losses totalling 
£ 200 , 000 . 

John Clark, the royal borough’s 
Director of Housing, said: “Ms Lawson 
deprived families in both Greenwich 
and Lewisham of much-needed 


accommodation through her greed 
and selfishness, which led to her being 
imprisoned. This is a strong reminder 
that tenancy fraud is taken seriously 
by us and that every effort will be taken 
to bring offenders to court and seek the 
recovery of our financial losses.”

Renew your resident parking 
permit online 


54 homes retrieved 


TWENTY-FOUR council homes including a 
six-bedroom house were taken back into 
stock for re-letting between last April and 
December, after council investigators found 
they were being sub-let or people were 
living in them illegally. 

Another 30 homes, mainly flats, were also 
taken back for re-letting during the same 
period after investigators found the people 
living in them were not authorised to be 
there. 


Do you live in a controlled parking zone? 
Residents are reminded that they can now 
renew and pay for their annual parking 
permits through the royal borough of 
Greenwich website 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. 

Rather than waiting to renew your permit 
during office hours, you can access the 
service at a time that suits you.

(April 26). Once again, runners in the different 
categories will start from three points on 
Blackheath, beginning from 9am. 

Some roads in Blackheath, Woolwich and 
Greenwich will be closed from 7am as the 
runners take the east to west route through 
the borough, leaving it at Creek Road, 
Deptford.

Trafalgar Road / Blackwall Lane / Vanbrugh 
Hill, crossing overTrafalgar Road (north and 
south), until 09:05. 

Creek Road / Norman Road / Norway Street, 
crossing over Creek Road (north and south), 
until 09:15. 

Creek Road / Glaisher Street / Gonson Street, 
crossing over Creek Road (north and 
south) until 09:15. 

From 08:00 the remainder of the road closures 
will be implemented through Deptford, 
Rotherhithe, Tower Hamlets, Docklands and 
the City.

THAMESMEAD'S hidden gem, the Tump 
53 nature reserve, is to have £2,500 spent 
on it over the next six months to help 
open it up and make it more accessible to 
residents. 

The nature reserve, just a stone's throw 
away from Thamesmead town centre, is 
owned and managed by Gallions, part of 
the Peabody Group. It is a former munitions 
testing site which has been reclaimed for 
nature. 

It contains mixed woodland, a glade, a 


pond and is surrounded by a reed-fringed 
moat. It is home to many types of wildlife. 
More than 60 bird species alone have been 
spotted, including kingfishers and willow 
warbles. 

The investment by Peabody follows on 
from November 2013 when Gallions, Trust 
Thamesmead and the London Wildlife Trust 
won £50,000 from a People's Millions public 
vote for their 'Wild About Thamesmead' 
project.

AWARDED PRIORITY 

When a priority is awarded, you will 
receive one offer of accommodation. 

The following rules are used to allocate properties to 
applicants in Bands A, B and C, to make sure the Council 
makes best use of housing stock to meet needs. 

• Two children (whatever gender) under 10 years 
old can share a bedroom 

• Two children (same gender) under 16 years old 
can share a bedroom 

• Two children of opposite gender where at least 
one is 1 0 years old or over need a bedroom each 

• Each person over 1 6 years old needs their 
own bedroom 

• A couple and lone parents need one bedroom 

• Expected babies are counted as a person from 
the six month of pregnancy 

• Band C applicants - Houses are allocated to a 
household with children (aged 15 or under) 

Only RBG tenants who currently occupy houses in 
bands A and B, will be considered for rehousing 
to another house. All other priority applicants 
will be considered for flats or maisonettes. 

Note: There are separate Allocations Policies for 
applicants with priority from regeneration areas. 

Like for Like Moves 

Council tenants housed through priority Bands A & B, 
are generally offered a similar type of property to that 
they currently occupy, of the size they require. This is 
because rehousing is being offered to meet safety or 
other needs, rather than to provide more desirable 
housing. Tenants, who want to move to improve the 
quality of their accommodation, must do so through 
Band C, where applicants are housed in date order.

karate but once she tried judo, at the young age of 
six, she “loved it and has never looked back”. Judo’s 
origins date back to the late 19th century, the literal 
translation, “gentle way”. Its Japanese founder, 
Jigoro Kano, emphasized “efficient use of energy” 
its application primarily defensive. An opponent’s 
attack can be transposed against him, a violent 
lunge, reversed. But in addition to physical well- 
being and strength, there’s a spiritual and moral 
dimension. It builds confidence, awareness and 
deep self respect and as such it transcends the pure 
physical. Olivia concurred: “It has become not only 
my passion but my way of life too”. 

But commitment and effort are not the only 
requirements the financial commitments are 
extensive. “There’s the gym fees, the training camps, 
flights and hotels and before you know it becomes 
really expensive,” Olivia explained. But Olivia has 
been lucky in her search for sports sponsorship 
with assistance from both Sport Aid and Greenwich 
Starting Blocks. GSB provides bursaries to 
promising young athletes and has been “essential 
experience in developing my judo”, Olivia added. 

Awards for 2015 are due to be presented to athletes 
at varying stages of their development at a ceremony 
later this week with Olivia up for an achievement 
award which includes free membership to gyms in 
the royal borough. 

But for now, it’s more schoolwork before a busy 
July with both the European Championships and 
European Youth Olympics. “I just need to maintain 
the form I’ve been showing” she went on, “and 
hopefully I’ll perform at my best’.
